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Interest in Blissymbolics continues 
to grow in Canada, the United States 
and internationally. In North 
America, sites for Resource Centres 
will continue to be geographically 
selected to serve as liaison between 
B.C.F., other Resource Centres, and 
local programmes. The major respon- 
sibilities of Resource Centres are 

to present Elementary Workshops; to 
provide professional follow-up and 
consultation; to provide information 
about local programmes where visitors 
can see symbol users; to offer public 
information and community orienta- 
tion. Resource Centres will house 
loan materials; video tapes, films 
and slides, as support for accom- 
plishing these objectives. 


Coordinating Committees focusing the 
interests of different disciplines, 
using Blissymbolics with different 
populations, have formed in a number 
of areas. This coordination of 
interests creates a healthy base upon 
which to establish Resource Centres. 


In other areas, symbol development 

on a local level has taken the form 
of "Blissymbolic Community Service" 
where instructors have felt the need 
to offer consultant services, 
orientation, and in-service training, 
without assuming workshop instruction 
responsibility. 


There are many active Blissymbolics 
programmes around the world reflect- 
ing the creativity and enthusiasm of 
instructors, administrators, 
volunteers, parents, and symbol users. 
We are proposing to offer a new form 
of BCF recognition which would be 
BCF Affiliate. This alternative 
liaison with BCF would supplement 
our Resource Centre structure and 
could lead to Resource Centre status 
should the interest and need develop.

INTERNSHIP PROGRAMME 


The Internship Programme of the 
Blissymbolics Communication Founda- 
tion has been developed to provide 
instructor training and involvement 
in programmes applying Blissymbols 
in various ways. It is primarily 
directed towards professionals from 
countries outside North America who 
will be assuming responsibility for 
the initial development of Blissymbol 
communication in their country or 
region. The programme will be held 
twice a year, and enrolment will be 
limited.

As a result of opinions expressed at 
the Advisory Committee Meeting in 
July, Ene  Dictionany |elassmincation 
system is now being modified. It is 
hoped that a new simpler'Symbol to 
Word' classification system, still 
based upon symbol structure, will be 
ready this fall. 


The manuscript for the ‘Word to 
Symbol' section of the Dictionary is 
now being prepared, based upon the 
512 vocabulary. It is supplemented 
by a master list of approximately 
1000 high-frequency words, most of 
which have been rated for usefulness 
by the Advisory Committee and other 
symbol instructors. 


We are now exploring the possibility 
of arranging the'Word to Symbol' 
section by meaning catagories, rather 
than alphabetically. 


For example, all clothing words would 
be found together, as would all food 
words, and all words referring to 
body spaces LemiSm Eee natems UC 
arrangement offers more scope for 
learning about the structure of the 
system than does an alphabetical 
classification. New sample pages 
for the'Word to Symbol’ section are 
being prepared by the Design Consul- 
tant for the Dictionary. 


A number of new symbols are being 
developed and approved this fall.

COMPUTER ASSISTED BLISS INSTRUCTION 


Work is currently progressing at the 
Department of Computer Science at 
the University of Western Ontario on 
a prototype programme for Computer 
Assisted Instruction lessons for 
teaching Blissymbolics. The lessons 
are written in a CAI language 
currently in use at Western. 
are displayed directly upon a 
TEKTRONIX graphics terminal along 
with the associated lesson text.
